THE LOSS OF THE KILDARE. 

An inguiry has been held at Singapore 
into the loas of the Kildare. After a good 
deal of avidence had been given, 

Captain Johnson presceded to ' address 
the Court, He first of ull called attention 
to tho list which ho stated his vessel had 
when she was abandoned. His vesael had 


- heavy abeer, muro so than any other ship 


he ‘Dad ever secon. She ‘hid x spring of 
nine feot aud any oue stunding aft could 
look right over tha top of the bridge house 
The bridge houso waa 84 feet long aad any 
one might very oasily make a mistake as to 
the degreas at which the vessel listed. As 
to declining aasistunco from the Prench 
steamer, shod could only have done four 
things none of which, at that tims, ho 
thought were neoded. She could either 
have given them bouts, have towed thom, 
taken their crow off or stood by them. 
As all of his divita were stripped and 
gone by the board, he would have had 
fo rig up now gear to take now boats 
in, He was certain, “hia ship could 
not have been towed by ‘another steamer, 
as it was impossible to steer—her. He 
thought at that timo that he could muke 
Tourou and therofore did not cars-to load 
a day in getting ready to bo towed. His 
ship, even when in good triin, steered hard 
againgt a starboard helm. She was a mo- 
derma warehouse. The steaincr being a 
mail boat could nat have atood by 
them and things wonld have turned out 
the same as thoy did, the only differance 
teing that, instead of abandoning his 
vessel on the 4th of October, he would have 
abandoned her ui the Zad. It was not 
antil the steamer wus gure, Captain John- 
son continued, that he discovered that the 
water was gaining on them, that the bread- 
atuffa wero all gone and that the ship steer- 
ed badly. The vossel could steer yery well 
with the hand gear when sho was upright, 
but net when she had a list, as she would 
not steady ur follow her rudder. He was 
rather at a loss because ha could not call 
Captain Voltmer, who had told him at 
once that he could not tow the Kitdare. 
Steam was kept up in tho dunkoy-boilor 
at a great risk beouuse the tubes were not 
covered and an explosion might have tiken 
place at any time, The men bad not been 
ealled together officially about abandoning: 
the ship, Captain Juhnaon said, because it 
would: have been -bitter sarcasm to have 
done sv. Hoe would not have asked his 
men to atand any longer by the ship, which 
hud all tho feel of a water-logged ‘sinking 
ship. When the steamer hove in sight 
they were terribly exeited. Captain Volt- 
mer anticipated his question about towing 
the Kildare and avid it was impossible. 
Captain Johnsun concluded by aaying that 
he bad been for twenty-six yeara in his pre- 
sent employ, in fact ever since he had been 
to sea. Ho had never served any other 
ownors and he felt the loss of his vessel 
deeply bucause he know hia owners would 
sutfer a heavy low. - He gave the Kildare 
about eight houra of life when she was 
abandoned.

THE SIKKIM CAMPAIGN. 
THE NECENT BATTLE. 


Gnatong, Sopt. 27th.—Tho Englishman's 
epecial correaponduut gives the fullowing 
particulars of the fighting in Sikkim. At 
daybroak on the 20th instant tho enemy 
were seen on the summit of the Tukola 
ridge. They had advanced thus for in tho 
bight ond had erected numerous walls and 
sungars on the neighbonring hill, Tho 
enemy commonced a smart fire ag s00n as 
our men ‘cime within range, but it.died 
away on not receiving any reply, and our 
columns steadily advanced.: The left 
column svon came intocontact with s party 
of Tibetans in sungars and their fire was 
alinust sitmultancously anawered by the 
guus of the right column which begun 
with excellent effect against the enemy's 
entrenchments,’ After this, cuntinual 
small encounters tovk place as our troupa 
took the euemy’s suugurs in succession, 
and finally the guus began the final attack 
by shelling the enemy's position on the 
heights to the Ieft of the Tukela. The 
centre column of the Pionvers and tho left 
of the Gurkhas rushed almost simultane- 
ously into the position on the pass itself, 
aud fora moment the roar of firiag wus 
unceasing; but the enemy left his walla 
and fled to Jalsp and Pemberingo, follow- 
ed by abtella from the guns a.¢ by columns 
of ‘infantry, The Pioneers puraucd 
straight towards the Nimla, and in this ad- 
vance Colonel Bromhead received aevere 
wounds, and some of his men were also 
wounded, but the enemy fled right away 
and’ never stood after the positiun on the 
Tukola - was rushed,, Meanwhile ‘the 
Gurkhas pursucd the. enemy. towards 
Pemberingo, and coming upon a dense masa 
near Bidang Cho killed 200 and rejoined 
the main udvanea at the mouth of felop, 
The Pioneers were left to hold tho antrance 
to Pemberingo and the tomaining troops 
attreked the Jalep. “fwo guns advanced 
up o dificult ridge on the right of the pasa 
atd the other two tuok up a posstion at 
the entrance of the pass, . Both commenc- 
ed shelling the walla iu the pass, and 


shortly it become evident thut the entench- 


diouta were evacuated. The advance was 
rapidly continued and the enemy's two 
positions in the pass ware entered without 
resistance.
